To b egin with, you must understand that the 
tonsils are the right and loll 
defense ring fhat 
includes the lingual tonsil, 
situated on the b ack of the tongue, and the ade­ 
noid group that looks down on the throat from 
high nj) in tin' b ack oi I he nose. 
Contrary to older b eliefs, these structures do 
not contrib ute any important secretion to the tis­ 
sues. They are not, in the strict sense of the word, 
to b»» referred to as “glands.” 
lo the b est of present knowledge, they func­ 
tion as outposts ol the b ods delouses organiza- 
t ion. 
Their main assignment is to pick off and de­ 
stroy b acterial invaders b efore they can sneak 
into and infiltrate our tissues. 
Now while any infecting organism may try to 
get through the lymphoid defense ring, viruses 
and streptococci pose the main threat. 
Less often, tlx* 
invaders are staphylococci, 
pneumococci mcningogocei, diphtheria and tub er­ 
cle b acilli, and fungi ot various sorts. That’s one 
reason why only a very ignorant j>erson would 
presume to look in 
a throat and say you had

“strep” infection. 
Any time theres a b order clash b etween in­ 
vading b acteria and your lymphoid protectors, 
your tonsil gets red and swollen during the heat 
of b attle.
